The total number of towns is 234 and their population is 
29,017 thousands. Thus 75% of the total number of towns 
representing 73% of the total population is oovered in 
this statement, The numbers of births and deaths reoorded 
in theee towns were 13,387 and 7,350 representing birth 
and death rates of 33 '0 and 18 • 1 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) State* ( Parte A and 0). — The data here relate to 153 
towns with an estimated population of 18,207 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar and West Bengal could 
not be included. The total number of towns is 202 
and their population is 25,187 thousands. Thus 76 % of 
the total number of towns representing 72% of the total 
population is covered. The numbers of births and deaths 
ooorded in these towns were 11,892 and 6,538 representing 


birth and death rates of 34*0 and 18*7 per thousand ot 
population respectively. The table at the end gives the 
position of States. 

Elliohpur in Madhya Pradesh was the only town 
whioh had a high death rate of 74*9 per thousand 
of population and this high death rate Was mainly due to 
deaths from fevers. 

(B) States (Part B),— > The data here relate to 22 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,865 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 32 and their population in 3,830 
thousands. Thus 69% of the total namber of towns repre- 
senting 75% of the total population is oovered. The numbers 
of births and deaths reoorded in these towns were 1,495 and 
812 representing birth and death rates of 27*1 and 14*7 
par thousand of population respectively. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 59 or over per 
thousand of population.
